flag? One of the practical results of 
the present disturbance touches” this 
question,. for wo understand that the 
gunboats that have recently entered 
tho waters to police the rivers arg not 
allowed to interfere with ships flying 
the Dragon flag. This hes given an 
opportunity to patriots toagitate on this 
question and they are trying. their level. 
best to ‘induce tho owners of these 
launches to teplaes- the British flag by 
substituting their own. This action on 
the part of those who are guiding the 
present agitation hag’ called forth a.de- 
{éace,by those who use the foreign flag, 
and an explanation as to-the reason why 
‘thia usage has been adopted. In a word, 
then, it is the rules ang circumstances 
which the Chinese Provincial Govern- 
‘mént have ‘imposed upon those’ who fly 
the Chinese flag that lidve led to the 
common usage, Irritating restrictions 
have been imposed and, even then there. 
is no certainty whether the rules will be 
kept or not, and therefore in order to 
avoid these difficulties, recourse -has 
been had to tho present way of doing 
things. “It appears, however, that one 
result of this disturbance is that pro- 
mises have been given by the Provincial 
authorities that they will sce to it that 
these difficulties shall be lessened if not 
removed altogether. Meanwhile, the 
whole question is full of interest, and no 
doubt the result will ho that somé 
arrangement will be made whereby those 
who sincerely wish to fly the flag of 
China will be oncouraged to do so. 
Although many of there Inunches fly 
the foreign flug it’ appears that between 
a hundred and forty and hundred and 
fifty stick to the flag of China, It is in- 
teresting to uote, however, in relation to 
this matter that, at present, more than 
thirty ore held up, waiting to be 
examined, and supplied with their 
permits, and as these matters are 
carried through very slowly it-appears 
that time and money are wasted if 
they fly the native flag. Theassumption 
is that if they fly a foreign flag things 
are put through more expeditiously, and 
therefore lnusiness. as in so many other 
eases with the Chinese, comes -before 
patriotism.
